Fostering is a way of offering a home to children who, for a variety of reasons, are unable to live with their 
birth families. Unlike adoption, foster children do not become the full legal responsibility of their foster carers. 
Foster care placements can last from a few weeks to a few years but, in a minority of cases, children may need 
fostering until they grow up. 



Foster carers come from all walks of life - carers can be married or single, living with a partner, gay or straight, 
homeowners or renting. There is no upper age bracket. You do not need to have had children of your own but 
you will need some experience of working or engaging with children or young people. 


What do I need to foster? 


Unless you are fostering babies up to their second birthday, you will need a spare bedroom to be able to care for 
a child in your own home. No specific qualifications are required but you will need the right personal qualities 
and skills to be able to care for a child who has had a difficult start in life. You will also need the time to attend 
training, meetings and to be available before and after school and in the holidays.

A TEENAGER left disabled by an accident while 
she was practising as a cheerleader has decided 
to cut off her hair to raise money for two causes 
close to her heart. 

Remi Burton, 14, of Tilbury Mead, Harlow, sus¬ 
tained a back injury while moving from a hand¬ 
stand to the crab position at cheerleading prac¬ 
tice. It has left her unable to walk and she has to 
be fed through a tube. 

She is now undergoing rehabilitation and int¬ 
ensive physiotherapy at the University College 
Hospital, London. 

It was while she was in hospital that she decid¬ 
ed she wanted to shave her head to raise money 
for Cancer Research UK and donate her locks to 
The Princess Trust, which makes wigs for young¬ 
sters who lose their own hair while undergoing 
treatment for the disease. 

Remi, a Year 10 student at Passmores Academy, 
had been cheerleading for about a year before 
her accident in May 2013. 

“I have been in and out of hospital since my 
accident and recently I have seen a lot of people 
my age on the cancer side of the ward who have 
lost their hair,” she said. “It just pushed me to 
want to do it. 

“My mum also had cancer in the past and my 
friend who is only three has leukaemia so it’s an 
important cause for me. I want to raise money so 
people like her have a chance at a better life.” 

She added: “At first I decided to cut a ponytail 
off and just keep my hair short, but then I 
thought the only reason I was doing it short is 
because I was embarrassed. I was thinking, peo¬ 
ple that have to go through these things like 
cancer do not have a choice about how much 
hair they lose. 

“I have been saying I wanted to do something 
like this since before the accident. I’m really 
nervous. The last time I had it cut short I was 
six and I hated it.” 

Remi, who is no stranger to fundraising 
having taken part in charity car washes 
and the Race for Life before her accident, 
is hoping to raise at least £1,000.

Hundreds sign web petition 
over illegal traveller camps

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has launched an 
online petition in a bid to tackle the on-going 
problem with illegal traveller encampments 
in the town. 

He is calling for Essex Police, Harlow Council, 
Essex County Council and Harlow Trade Union 
Council to take action and tackle the problem, 
which has so far cost taxpayers £41,000. 

The petition, which was launched on Friday, 
has already been signed by almost 400 people. 

It reads: “Since October last year, there have 
been multiple cases of illegal traveller sites 
springing up around Harlow resulting in mess 
and anti-social behaviour. 

“This petition therefore asks that those indi¬ 
viduals responsible for causing damage should 
be pursued by Harlow Council and forced to 
compensate those affected.” 

The petition calls on Essex Police to make 
more regular use of section 61 notices which 
allow illegal encampments to be moved on 
quickly when there is either anti-social behav¬ 
iour or six or more vehicles present on a site. 

It reads: “Although the police have used 
these, they have been issued inconsistently 
and often with delay.” 

It also asks that all Harlow councillors and 
Harlow TUC condemn the illegal sites, due to 
the misery they cause to local residents. 

Essex Police say they have served travellers 
with section 61 notices on eight occasions 
between June and this month. 

Mr Halfon also hit out at Harlow Council for 
not applying to the Government’s Traveller 
Pitch Funding Programme which helps to 
meet the needs of the traveller community as 
well as prevent illegal encampments from 
being set up. 

But Harlow Council leader Jon Clempner hit

back at the claims and said the funding pro¬ 
gramme was no longer operating. 

“I know Mr Halfon is aware - as he was copied 
into a letter from the Homes and Communities 
Agency on this subject - that this funding pro¬ 
gramme is closed. 

“He will also be aware that the Fern Hill trav¬ 
eller site - for which presumably he would wish 
funding for - is owned and managed by Essex 
County Council, which for some reason he 
doesn’t mention in his petition.” 

In a letter to Mr Halfon from the Homes and 


Communities Agency, it states that bidding for 
the programme “is expected to be reopened” 
later this year. 

Cllr Clempner added: “I, of course, condemn 
anyone, traveller or not, who causes criminal 
damage, is involved in fly-tipping, anti-social 
behaviour, intimidation of local residents, or 
any other criminal activity. 

“The petition asks that Harlow Council pur¬ 
sue the individuals responsible. I can assure 
Mr Halfon and Star readers that the council 
will always pursue perpetrators, or assist the 
police if it is a criminal matter, where there is 
specific evidence to identify the individual or 
individuals responsible and supports putting a 
case to the court.” 

He said Mr Halfon had previously recognised 
that Harlow Council is doing all it can. 

“As a Harlow resident that lives very close to a 
number of the locations where unauthorised 
and illegal sites have sprung up, I share the 
anger and frustration of the vast majority of 
law-abiding residents,” Cllr Clempner added. 

“The council is however pursuing every pos¬ 
sible legal avenue to resolve the situation, and 
in the meantime is taking what action it can. I 
hope Mr Halfon continues to recognise the 
work that Harlow Council is doing, and sup¬ 
port fairness for everyone.” 

Harlow TUC said they will not condemn 
unauthorised traveller encampments 
“because it would entail condemning the vic¬ 
tims of discrimnation”. 

Secretary David Forman said: “Instead we 
prefer to look at the root causes and history of 
today’s Traveller issue and what would be a 
viable solution.”

Consequences of a lack 
of leadership and vision 

SIR I was interested to read in last week’s 
Star the results of the town survey. In a 
town with areas with populations that are 
very different, a random survey of this 
nature with only a 24.45 per cent return rate 
from 2,000 cannot be regarded as 
statistically significant or a reliable measure 
to determine future development or 
policies. 

Apart from the difficulties associated with 
a random selection being representative, a 
survey such as this is backwards-looking, 
asking people to comment on an agenda 
that does not provide a vision or model of 
what could be. 

Another problem is that 489 individuals 
from the random survey plus the 540 
individuals from the open survey represent 
only 1.25 per cent of the town’s 82,000 
population. Hardly representative. 

A further objection is that the very nature 
of such a survey means those who respond 
are a self-selective group and the kind of 
people who respond to surveys. They 
therefore reflect a particular view of the 
world that in no way can be said to 
represent the views of the local population. 

It is pleasing to see the comment that 
there will be no rush into short-term 
decisions. Hopefully it will give the council 
time to join the dots; by this I mean that by 
examining the high/low scoring list one 
cannot help but be struck by the links 
between the high support issues and the 
low support activities. 

For example, high scorers like 
regenerating the town, combating anti¬ 
social behaviour and economic 
development can be directly linked to low 
scorers that need to be there to actually 
provide the services that ensure the delivery 
of the high scoring issues. 

The voluntary and charity sectors are best 
placed to help deliver sport and leisure, 
both of which are crucial in provisions that 
actually divert people away from anti-social 
behaviour, especially the young who need 
support that can be delivered with the help 
of engagement as citizens in society - one of 
the main functions of the youth council. 

The Playhouse and Town Park could be at 
the centre of the development of leisure 
activities, festivals and tourism that will 
assist economic development. 

Harlow does have facilities which have 
potential - the shopping centre, Pets’ 

Corner, the river, the cycle tracks, the 
theatre, the sports and study centres, nature 
reserves, a strong musical tradition, dance 
and theatre schools, The Square, sculpture 
and art, The Gibberd Garden, the Town 
Park, lakes, fishing plus good road and rail 
links to London. 

Our facilities once included a ski slope and 
velodrome; look how these sports now 
flourish yet these were swept away rather 
than being developed and promoted. Our 
once-flourishing market sqaure now has 
some large flowerpots and an unused play 
area. How could this ever be viewed as a 
successful development? 

Town leaders simply gave up and 
displayed a distinct lack of vision. The 
survey is simply an indicator that the mind¬ 
set of the council has not changed. Even 
when we put on events that people from 
surrounding villages and towns flock to - 
like the firework display and concerts in the 
park - we simple give them away and charge 
not a penny. Why? It seems crazy.

Heartbreak over 
closure of hotel

STAFF and guests have been 
left reeling after the shock 
closure of one of Harlow’s 
oldest hotels. 

Around 30 jobs will be lost 
following the closure of the 
Swallow Churchgate Hotel, 
as well as untold disruption 
caused for bookings, includ¬ 
ing major events and wed¬ 
dings. 

Hotel staff, many of whom 
live at the landmark 85-bed- 
room three star hotel in Old 
Harlow, have been told they 
must pack up and leave by 
today (Thursday). 

Many of the staff - includ¬ 
ing front desk, kitchen, 
housekeeping, mainte¬ 
nance and porters - have 
worked at the hotel for sev¬ 
eral years. 

Assistant health club man¬ 
ager, Chris Baines, 33, said: 
“We’ve been told nothing. 
Some of us have been there 
for 20 years or more, one at 
least 25 years. 

“No-one is telling us any¬ 
thing. It’s even worse for the 
people who live on site as 
they’re being made home¬ 
less. They just told us it was 
shutting and that’s it. It’s 
disgusting.” 

Sue Hull and partner Levi 
Webb were due to marry at 
the venue tomorrow 
(Friday). 

Sue, of Potter Street, said: 
“I was having a make-up 
trial when they called to tell 
me it was cancelled.” 

The couple feared their 
wedding would not go 
ahead, but luckily the Park 
Inn Radisson Harlow step¬ 


ped in. 

Sue said: “We had to tell 
everyone that we might not 
have a wedding or we 
might.” 

She called her 70 guests to 
tell them of the change as 
well as reapply to the regis¬ 
trar at an additional cost. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
has met with staff after 
learning of the closure. He 
has also written to admin- 
strators Deloitte to express 
his “distress” at the han¬ 
dling of the situation. 

He said: “I am deeply dis¬ 
appointed by the events at 
the Churchgate Hotel, what 
has occurred is shocking. 

“After visiting the hotel on 
Tuesday and meeting with a 


third of the staff, it was very 
distressing to learn that 
they have had little commu¬ 
nication or advice from the 
administrators, as a result 
of which they are in a state 
of uncomfortable distress. 

“This is no way to treat 
loyal staff, some of whom 
have served the hotel for 26 
years or more. 

“Today I am calling for 
Deloitte’s to urgently app¬ 
raise the staff of what is 
happening to the hotel, 
what their rights are, and 
full details regarding their 
redundancy payments.” 

The Star asked Deloitte to 
comment but they had not 
responded by the time we 
went to press.

Phones 4U, both of which have premises in 
Harlow, have gone into administration. 

Deloitte has been appointed as adminis¬ 
trator of Rileys and has closed 15 venues 
immediately, at the cost of 104 jobs, along 
with another 20 at the Milton Keynes head 
office. 

The remaining sites, which include the 
Harlow bar, will continue to trade while 
the administrators explore options for the 


business. 

Phones 4U, which is owned by private 
equity firm BC Partners, closed its 550 
stores on Monday. 

The store has a branch in the Harvey 
Centre, Harlow, and another inside 
Currys/PC World at Queensgate Retail 
Park, Harlow. 

The firm is waiting for a decision from its 
administrators to see whether it can con¬ 
tinue to trade.

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Shy teenager raped 
girl.l 7, as she was 
sleeping after party 


A SHY teenager who raped a 17-year-old girl 
while she was asleep after a party at her home 
in Harlow has been given a custodial sen¬ 
tence. 

The youth, who is now 16 but cannot be iden¬ 
tified for legal reasons, appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court yesterday (Wednesday) for 
sentence after admitting a charge of rape on 
August 9 last year. 

The teenager, who was handcuffed and wear¬ 
ing a light grey suit and tie, showed no expres¬ 
sion as he was led from the dock after receiving 
a two-year detention and training order. 

He must also sign the sex offenders register 
for five years and was made the subject of a 
restraining order banning him from having 
any contact with the victim for five years. 

District judge John Woollard said: “This is 
one of the most serious offences anyone can 
commit. You had sexual intercourse with a 
woman, you invaded her body space in a most 
personal and private manner. 

“You did it in a way which was not exactly pre¬ 
meditated but something you were anxious to 
achieve in one way or another.” 

Prosecutor Frances Coles-Harrington said 
the rape took place when the parents of the 
victim were away and her uncle had agreed she 
could have some friends around. 

She said the girl was “very drunk” and went

to bed between 10-11pm, by which time a lot of 
people had left. 

Miss Coles-Harrington continued: “She 
remembers waking up from her sleep between 
2-3am and somebody was on top of her having 
sex. She described it as hurting a lot. 

“She didn’t know who it was at first. She 
describes being very scared and just lying 
there pretending to be asleep.” 

The prosecutor said that afterwards the 
youth lay behind her fondling her breasts. She 
was crying and got up. A friend downstairs 
heard her sobbing and she told him the defend¬ 
ant had just had sex with her while she was 
asleep. 

When he was arrested the youth initially 
denied rape but the court was told forensic 
examination identified his DNA and body flu¬ 
ids on the girl. 

Michael Edmunds, representing the youth, 
said: “He is shy and described as someone 
overweight at the time. He was clearly some¬ 
one socially on the periphery of things. 

“He had never been to a party before and had 
only drunk alcohol on two occasions before. 
He clearly imbibed a huge quantity of alcohol 
which compromised his judgement.”

Loner guilty of 
stalking ‘more 
pitiful than evil’ 

A MAN who admitted stalking 
a young hospital worker has 
avoided a jail sentence after 
being described by his lawyer 
as “more pitiful than evil”. 

Neil Collins, 57, of Rectory 
Wood, Harlow, had been 
warned at an earlier hearing a 
prison sentence was one of 
the options that was being 
considered when the case was 
adjourned for reports. 

However, when he returned 
to Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court on Friday he was given a 
12-month community order 
and ordered to complete 150 
hours of unpaid work. He was 
also made the subject of an 
indefinite restraining order. 

Collins pleaded guilty last 
month to stalking the woman, 
who is in her 20s, between 
January 1 and March 31 this 
year and to a charge of assault 
by beating by grabbing her 
elbow on July 9 this year. 

Andrew Clowser, represent¬ 
ing Collins, said in mitigation: 
“He’s pitiful more than evil, a 
lonely man who has lost his 
parents and misses them and 
is estranged from his family. 

“The incidents were sporad¬ 
ic to begin with and increased 
towards the end. His arrest, 
charge and bail conditions 
stopped his activities there 
and then. 

“He’s now back at work as a 
driver but will lose his job if he 
goes to prison.”

Hospital unveils new 
A&E unit for children

CHILDREN in need of emergency treat¬ 
ment at Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital will from this week be looked 
after in a new department located away 
from the main A&E unit. 

The new service, which has been set 
up in a separate building next door to 
A&E, will offer young patients up to the 
age of 16 a more spacious and bright 
environment. 

“This is very different to where we 
were based, right in the middle of the 
A&E department,” said lead nurse 
Bridget Mitchelmore. 

“We previously had three cubicles to 
work in; now we have seven and lots of 
space and light. It is a lot nicer for the 
children for us to be separate from the 
adults’ A&E and have a formally dedi¬ 
cated space for them.” 

Medics in the new department will be 
able to treat anything from fever and 
diarrhoea to minor injuries and broken 
bones. 

Building work started in July with the 
intention of creating more than double 
the number of assessment and treat¬ 
ment bays, and designated high- 
dependency bay. 

The unit also has space to house new 
state-of-the-art equipment including 
monitoring equipment, resuscitation 
trolley, defibrillator and each cubicle as 
piped air and oxygen. 


Following the opening of the new unit 
on Monday, the old paediatrics area will 
be redesigned to expand the minor 
injuries unit for adult patients. 

Kim Gardiner, matron for children’s 
services at PAH, said: “We’ve worked 
really hard to create an area which 
offers children and parents more priva¬ 
cy in a calm, spacious environment. 

“We hope the layout, child-friendly 
design, and improved facilities will give 
patients a far better experience.” 

Chief nurse professor Nancy Fontaine 


said: “We see around 80-90 patients per 
day. It’s why we have opened a dedicat¬ 
ed emergency children’s department as 
there is a growing need for emergency 
care for children.” 

The hospital is also working with an 
artist to create mural artwork for the 
department. 

The new unit will be open from Sam- 
midnight seven days a week. Outside of 
these hours, children will be seen and 
treated in the main emergency depart¬ 
ment.

Bus yobs leave charity 
with £1.2k repair bill

AN organisation that helps hundreds of 
community groups, charities and org¬ 
anisations in Harlow has had to fork out 
hundreds of pounds for repairs after its 
bus was vandalised. 

Harlow Community Transport pro¬ 
vides an affordable service for disability 
and non-profit organisations. 

But last Sunday its specially adapted 
bus was targeted by vandals while it was 
parked at the Latton Bush Centre in 
Southern Way. 

Two of the vehicle’s windows were 
smashed, leaving HCT with a bill for 
£1,200 to repair the damage. 

General manager Sam Stopplecamp 
said he was saddened when he saw what 
had been done. “As the bus is a specially- 
adapted vehicle for wheelchair access 
the replacement glass cost £900,” he said. 

“The vehicle is used for the community 
by the community and to have this hap¬ 
pen is very sad. This amount of money 
will take months of work to recoup. 

“We subsidise the transport and run 
with volunteers to keep cost down but 
something like this means charges may 
have to go up.” 

He added: “The service is all about 
helping disabled and non-profit organi¬ 
sations get affordable transport. For 
example Harlow has support groups for 
Parkinson’s, Age UK, Age Concern, vic¬ 



tims of stroke and others. 

“We also help social organisations 
which help groups of older people get out 
and most of the social housing areas in 
Harlow use us to one extent or another. 

“They need wheelchair accessible vehi¬ 
cles that don’t cost a fortune. We also 
help a large proportion of the primary 
and secondary schools with their trans¬ 
port needs.” 

Harlow Community Transport works 
with around 100 groups while 300 indi¬ 
viduals rely on the services it provides. 


Mr Stopplecamp said: “A number of 
people lost out on transport because the 
vehicle was out of service. Harlow 
Community Transport is here to support 
the community and without us the inde¬ 
pendence of many people will be lost.”

Drunk driver is 
jailed for attack 
on police officer 

A MAN from Harlow who launch¬ 
ed a brutal attack on a police 
officer as he was being arrested 
for drink-driving has been jailed 
for more than five years. 

Tex Baker, 28, was sentenced to 
a total of 64 months in prison for 
causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and for driving with 
excess alcohol. He was also 
disqualifed from driving for two 
years. 

Snaresbrook Crown Court was 
told police were called to a road 
accident in Chingford on Sunday, 
October 27 after reports that one 
of the drivers involved was drunk. 

Shortly after arriving at the 
scene an officer requested urgent 
assistance from colleagues and 
several vehicles were dispatched. 

The first two officers to arrive 
found their colleague covered in 
blood and facing Baker with his 
police baton drawn. 

Witnesses said that while Baker 
was being arrested for drink 
driving he launched a sustained 
attack on the officer, head¬ 
butting him several times and 
punching him. He also managed 
to take the baton out of the 
officer’s hand and struck him 
over the head with it. 

Speaking after the case, 
Detective Chief Inspector Rob 
Plumb said: “Officers on the 
frontline routinely face danger, 
it’s the nature of the job. However, 
to attack anyone in this way is a 
serious matter and this sentence 
shows the courts will not tolerate 
such despicable behaviour.”

PERFORMANCE art group Razed Roof has 
received a £15,000 grant from Arts Council 
England. 

The group for people with and without 
disabilities and learning difficulties will use the 
money to work with National Theatre 
playwright Judith Johnson on a new play.

The group’s last production Flood was a 
massive success for the group. Essex Cultural 
Diversity Project funded a tour of the 
production to Ipswich and Thurrock where it 
was seen by Arts Council managers. 

Razed Roof artistic director Annette Lidster 
said: “After they saw Flood we sensed the Arts 
Council managers were interested in our 
inclusive, ensemble approach to theatre. We are 
delighted that they recognise the potential of 
our company and want to encourage and 
enhance the quality work being performed. 

“This grant allows us to work in partnership 
with Judith. It is a privilege and it’s very 
exciting.” 

The new production will be based on a First 
World War centenary commemoration project 
based on the sinking of the ocean liner 
Lusitania in 1915. It was hit by a torpedo fired by 
a German U-boat. It will be performed next May. 

Ambulance trust gets top 
marks in patient feedback 

A SURVEY of patients using the ambulance 
service in Essex has returned a 100 per cent 
satisfaction score. 

Of those who responded to the questionnaire 
for June, all said they were satisfied with the 
service they received while 97 per cent described 
the crews who attended to them as very 
professional. 

People were also happy with the service 
provided by the 999 call handlers, with more 
than 96 per cent ranking their experience of 
dialing 999 as ‘acceptable’ or ‘very acceptable’.

Brother’s death at heart 

of warning over 
gas leak danger

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has given his back¬ 
ing to a campaign to raise awareness of the 
dangers of carbon monoxide poisoning. 

Mr Halfon joined local campainer Melissa 
Matthews, one of a group of women known as 
the CO Angels who have lost someone special to 
the silent killer, for the start of the week-long 
campaign. 

Ms Matthews’ brother, Tony McRae, died at his 
flat in Harlow in 1999 after he 
put some bread under a faulty 
gas grill and then went to bed. 

He was 33. 

“Carbon monoxide is a high¬ 
ly poisonous gas,” she said. “As 
you can’t see it, taste it or smell 
it, it can claim lives quickly 
with no warning.” 

Even exposure to low levels of 
the gas over a short amount of 
time can be lethal, causing 
long-term damage to health. 

The gas is undetectable to 
the human senses and because 
symptoms are often mistaken 
for other ailments such as flu, 
food poisoning or a hangover 
its presence can go unnoticed 
until it is too late. 

Symptoms include nausea, 
dizziness, breathlessness, 
headaches and loss of con¬ 
sciousness. 

The only way to detect its 
presence is with an audible 
carbon monoxide alarm, simi¬ 
lar to a smoke alarm, which 
detects the lowest levels of the 
gas and sounds an early warn¬ 
ing. 

“This Gas Safety Week I’m 
challenging residents of 
Harlow and surrounding areas 
to fit an audible carbon mon¬ 
oxide alarm before the clocks 
go back,” said Ms Matthews. 

Mr Halfon said: “Too many 
people continue to put them¬ 
selves at risk of carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning by failing to 
ensure their appliances work safely and effi 
ciently.

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IF you have seen any of the Jurassic Park films 
you will have some idea of how big dinosaurs 
were. 

But even they were small compared to what is 
now believed to have been the largest dinosaur 
ever to have roamed the Earth. 

The remains of the huge creature, which had a 
37-foot long neck, stood as tall as a two- 
story building and measured 85ft in 
length, have been found in 
Argentina in South 
America. 

It has taken a 
team of 
scientists from 
the USA and 
Argentina a 
total of five 
years to 
uncover the 
bones of the animal, 
which has been given the 
name Dreadnoughtus schrani. 


“It was astoundingly huge,” said Professor 
Kenneth Lacovara, of Drexel University in 
Philadelphia. “It weighed as much as a dozen 
African elephants or more than seven T-Rex. 

“It is by far the best example we have of any of 
the most giant creatures to ever walk the planet.” 
The bones are so large that they had to be 

digitally scanned to create a 
3D model. However, 
scientists who have 
been studying 
the remains 
believe that 
when it died it 
was not fully 
grown. 

It is believed 
Dreadnoughtus, 
which survived 
on a diet of plants, 
lived about 77 
million years 
ago.

“Based on people’s current smoking habits 
and smoking history, our stop smoking advis¬ 
ers will help people identify which stop smok¬ 
ing treatment will work best for them.”

“RUNNING for class president” is a staple of many US 
teen shows aired on British TV - where the ambitious 
pocket-Hillary, the junior Machiavelli, the chirpy geek and 
the dark-horse outsider vie for a place on their school’s 
youth representation panel. 

Over on our side of the pond, with as much or as little 
drama as the candidates desire, we have school 
councils, youth councils and Youth Parliaments to give 
pupils a hands-on introduction to the democratic process 
and its ramifications. 

School councils exist in most schools across the 
country, both in the primary and secondary divisions. 

A school council is a group of students who have 
volunteered, then been officially proposed and elected by 
their peers to sit on the council for the school year, term 
or however long their tenure is. 

Often chosen as class representatives, or year reps, 
they are there to represent the views of the student 
body, and to make suggestions to, and raise issues with 
teachers and school governors. They can also outline 
and inaugurate projects on behalf of their peers, such as 
cultural events or different societies. 

Often the school council is consulted - if not actively 
involved - regarding strategic planning and issues the 
school development plan and recruitment of new staff. 

School councils aim to encourage young people to get 
involved in the actual running of the school - and 
campaigning, working out strategy and manifesto and 
presenting them all to the year group can build 
confidence and articulation. 

An effective school council will help pupils to not just 
enjoy being in the school environment, but feel 
empowered within it, as the school listens to their 
opinions and needs and acts on them to help them feel 
that they are making their school a better place. 

The councils give pupils a mouthpiece for their views, 
and getting involved provides a chance to develop life 
skills such as debate, listening and delegation. 

Employing many of the skills and processes involved in 
school councils, but at a municipal level, there are also 
youth councils in most boroughs. 

Across the UK, there are more than 600 youth councils 


providing a forum for young people of secondary school 
age to represent their views and the issues that 
represent them within their town as opposed to only their 
school. 

There are a set number of seats on the youth councils, 
and candidates plan and run their own campaigns within 
their schools to get their peers to vote for them. The 
council organisers give guidelines to the candidates 
related to what they can and cannot do or within their 
drive for votes. 

Generally coming under the umbrella of a local council 
and working with all levels of local government, they are 
run by young people for young people. Unaffiliated to any 
one political party, they nonetheless do make contact 
with different parties and groups, as well as MPs and 
Parliamentary candidates. 

Youth councils meet to discuss relevant issues with 
local decision makers: as well as their own meetings, 
they often attend full council sessions and shadow 
individual ward councillors. 

And finally, if young people want to take their 
democratic skills to a national level, there is the UK 
Youth Parliament - UKYP. Like the local youth councils, 
it’s run by young people for young people, and it provides 
a national stage and wider opportunities for 11- to 
18-year-olds to develop their voices, energy and passion 
and use them to bring about social change. 

The UK Youth Parliament, which began in 2000, exists 
in 90 per cent of constituencies and has 600 elected 
MYPs (Members of Youth Parliament). The MYPs stand 
and are voted in in youth elections held every two years 
throughout the UK. 

Any young person aged 11-18 can stand or vote - and 
it’s estimated that more than half a million young people 
have voted in UK Youth Parliament elections. 

Once in office, the MYPs organise events and projects 
related to young peoples’ issues, and campaign and 
lobby decision makers on the same issues. 

They have meetings and debates amongst themselves 
on a regular basis, and all the MYPs meet once a year at 
the UK Youth Parliament annual sitting, and their views 
and suggestions are published in the UK Youth Parliament.

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Why curriculum days are an important part of the school programme 


PARENTS of new secondary school 
students might have been mystified to see 
on their children’s diaries, planners and 
newsletters advance notification of 
‘curriculum days’ happening throughout the 
school year. 

Curriculum days are basically off- 
timetable days when a particular year group 
will concentrate on a particular subject for 
the day. They are aimed at enhancement 
and enrichment of various subjects. 

The extra funding available on curriculum 
days can allow schools to offer exciting and 
unique opportunities for everything from 
interactive workshops and outings to a 
chance to meet an author, local politician or 
business leader. They are an opportunity for 
educational outings, guest speakers and a 


range of activities that focus on the chosen 
subjects in a more in-depth way than can 
often be achieved in a regular classroom 
scenario. 

School trips throughout the term can be 
seen as disruptive to lessons but if there is 
a day that everyone knows has the 
timetable suspended and time is set aside 
for activities such as museum visits and 
outward-bound activities, teachers can 
prepare for it and also provide the right 
staff-student ratio of supervision. 

Curriculum days can also be an 
opportunity for the very oldest students at 
Key Stage 5 to visit universities and colleges 
on taster days or fact-finding trips. 

Guest speakers, perhaps experts in 
particular fields such as drama or science, 


can be invited in to give talks or lead 
workshops. Authors often visit schools on 
curriculum days to talk about their own 
works, in particular and literature in general. 

And when curriculum days, are given 
over to PE, they can also be an opportunity 
to host sports tournaments and training or 
for giving pupils the chance to try a new 
sport with more time devoted to it than a 
regular lesson period. 

Teachers may also choose to turn a 
curriculum day into a theme day - for 
example, devote the day to different 
aspects of the environment. This can 
become cross-curricular and involve all the 
year groups as they pursue studies into the 
“green” side of all their school subjects. 

Employment seminars can be fitted into 


curriculum days, especially for pupils in 
Year 10 and above. Local businesses can 
send representatives to talk to pupils about 
what they do and some pupils may 
approach them for work experience. 

Following on from practical approaches 
to employment, the earmarked days can 
also host seminars and workshops on how 
to develop and use key learning and thinking 
skills that will serve pupils in the workplace 
- skills such as independent enquiry, 
teamwork, self management and creativity. 

For GCSE students, curriculum days 
allow teachers to bring a specific focus onto 
a subject and complement GCSE module 
exams. The time can be spent making sure 
the group is up to speed on their work and 
provide a whole or half-day’s worth of 


revision on essentials or a saturation 
session on specific exam techniques. 

As well as being helpful for the basic 
needs of numeracy, literacy and IT, 
curriculum days can provide ways of 
boosting students’ social and personal 
development. Team-building exercises and 
individual challenges could be used to 
achieve this end. 

Curriculum days have allowed schools to 
provide stimulating experiences and in one 
day a term without the set framework of the 
lesson periods on the timetable and the 
lesson plans of the KS3 and GCSE 
curriculum content, departments can focus 
on activities which engender the life-long 
learning skills of independence, creativity 
and team work.

Kerry Ellis explains 
what it’s really like 
to be a leading lady 



SHE'S the West End girl all 
young aspiring musical theatre 
stars want to be, the glamorous 
leading lady with a powerful 
voice. Ahead of her show at 
Harlow Playhouse next month, 
Kerry Ellis - who has starred in hit 
West End shows including Wicked 
and Olivet! - gives an insight 
into what it's really like to be a 
dazzling diva in the spotlight. 

There are hundreds of girls who 
would love to be West End stars. 
Why did it happen for you? 

I don't know. I kind of pinch myself 
every time I get a new big show. I do 
feel very fortunate to do what I do. 

Is your success down to dedication 
or luck? 

I am very committed to what I do - my 
career and my craft. I have been for my 
entire life. 

I have always put myself out there and 
created opportunity and made the most 
of everything I can. I don't know what 
the trick is though and if I did everybody 
would be doing it. 

Can you make your own luck? 

I think you can create opportunity but 
there is an essence of right place and 
right time. Essentially the jobs have 
to be out there and you have to be 
available at the same time the job is 
available and you have to be right for 
the part. There are a lot of variables that 
have to be in line. 

However, you can work on your own 
voice and your own music. If people 
see you are out there, that can create 
opportunity. 

is the reality of working in the 
West End and on Broadway all you 
dreamed it to be? 

It is amazing. It's an incredible privilege 
and I love it. I feel very blessed. It is a 
lot of hard work, especially a show like 
Wicked. 

It's demanding vocally, physically and 
emotionally and it is hard. You have to 
spend time away from your family. It's 
not a 9-5 job; there are no weekends 
off. 

is it a glamorous life? 

There are parts of it that are very 
glamorous and there are parts of it that 
are not so glamorous. Rubbing green 
off my ears on my way home is not 
so glamorous - and the lack of sleep. 

It is fantastic, though, and you get to 
perform in front of 2,000 people a day, 
and they all clap you at the end of your 
day's work. 

How do you cope with being a new 
mum on tour? 

My baby usually comes with me; he's 
been a bit of a touring baby. When I do

Wicked he will be at home with my in¬ 
laws, my husband or my parents. 

I am fortunate to be able to do both. 

I know a lot of people have to choose 
whether to be a stay-at-home mum or 
go back to work. 

What advice would you give to 
aspiring stage stars? 

Take every opportunity that's given to 
you. I was asked a question by a fan: 
"Why do you do shows at the Albert 
Hall and then the Pheasantry in Chelsea, 
which holds 30 people? Why such 
extremes?'' I think you should take all 
the opportunities you can. 

I learn something new from every 
environment I work in. Always be 
working on your craft, pushing yourself 
and picking up different talents. 

You've toured and made an album 
with Brian May and starred in the 
Queen musical We Will Rock You. 
Why do you two work together so 
well? 

We are both very different. He comes 
from a complete rock background and 
I come from a show background. Yet 
essentially we have the same work ethic 
and we care about what we do. 

What is interesting is that it is our 
differences that bring us together. 

We can do a musical song followed 
by a rock song and that's all OK. The 
diversity is what is interesting about us. 


You've done all the major musical 
rotes. Who would you still like to 
play? 

I'd love to do something new. It's great 
to be around that initial stage of putting 
your stamp on a role. I think when 
you've done so many roles and you've 
made a bit of a name for yourself, you 
can't just take any job. The right job has 
to be out there and available. It does 
become tricky. 

What made you want to step out 
atone and do this tour? 

I did a show at the London Palladium in 
May and it was a bit of a one-off event. 
It had a big band, guests, a big choir 
and lots of new arrangements for songs 
that I have been doing through different 
shows. After the show people got 
excited and said: "Have you recorded 
it? Are you going to do it again?" And 
that's what spurred on the tour. 

What can we expect on the night? 

New arrangements of songs from shows 
I've been in and other songs. We get the 
audience involved and I tell stories. It's 
really laid back and fun.

What to do in the 
garden this week 

:: Empty hanging baskets and containers 
which are past their best to make way 
for winter and spring basket plantings. 

:: Continue weeding regularly so that the 
weeds do not shed seeds which will 
remain in the soil over the winter. 


WE know bees, hoverflies and other beneficial insects 
provide a welcome sight for gardeners in spring and 
summer, pollinating our flowers and helping us to reap 
rich harvests. But these valued species also need plenty 
of protection in the winter to ensure they return in years 
to come. 

As part of Wild About Gardens Week, the Royal 
Horticultural Society and The Wildlife Trusts are urging 
people to do more to support the UK's vital pollinators 
during the cooler months. 

RHS senior entomologist Andrew Salisbury said: 
"Pollinators and other invertebrates need sheltered 
places to spend the cold winter months. By being a little 
less tidy, particularly around the base of hedges and in 
garden borders, creating bug hotels and log piles, we 
can provide much-needed overwintering sites, giving 
pollinators a head start in the spring." 

The two organisations have produced a winter survival 
guide for the UK's 1,500 species of pollinating insects. 
People with outside spaces are urged to: 

Make an insect hotel or overwintering habitat. 

Insect hotels provide shelter and overwintering habitats 
for many pollinators. WAG week is featuring a 'build 
a bug hotel' competition to encourage gardeners, 
schools and community groups to get building and 
share photographs of their projects to inspire others 
to get involved. More details about the competition 
can be found at www.wildaboutgardensweek.org.uk/ 
buildabughotel. Entries close on October 31. 

Create log piles Some pollinating insects nest or 
overwinter in dead wood and many uncommon insects 
such as the stag beetle rely on it for a large part of their 
lifecycle. Half bury some logs, leave dead wood where it 
falls and keep tree stumps in place.

Cut back on the cutting back. Instead of cutting flower 
borders back in late autumn, leave the dead stems all 
winter until early spring. The hollow stems of perennial 
plants provide shelter for overwintering insects. 

Let your lawn grow. Leave a long patch over the winter. 
Resume mowing in early spring and it'll help many 
creatures hibernate. 

Be considerate. Don't dispose of dandelions and nettles 
which are crucial for many pollinators and ensure your 
garden contains a wide range of plants, trees and shrubs 
that produce pollen and nectar resources throughout 
the year. 

Autumn and winter nectar plants to consider include 
Spanish traveller's joy (Clematis cirrhosa), winter¬ 
flowering crocus (Crocus species), ivy (Hedera helix), 
Purpus honeysuckle (Lonicera x purpusii), Michaelmas 
daisy (Aster), perennial sunflower (Helianthus x 
laetiflorus), winter aconite (Eranthis hyemalis) and sweet 
box (Sarcococca confusa). 

A recent study highlighted that 24 per cent of 
European bumblebee species are at risk of extinction and 
we have already lost 23 bee and flower-visiting wasp 
species in Britain. 

Paul Wilkinson, The Wildlife Trusts' head of living 
landscape, says: “The provision of nectar-rich flowers 
combined with equal effort to restore and create home 
habitats - including food plants for caterpillars and 
undisturbed ground for hibernating bees - is a winning 
combination. 

"Although the importance of bees is now widely 
recognised, let's also give credit to and raise awareness 



of our lesser-known pollinators including the peacock 
butterfly, hummingbird hawk moth and marmalade 
hoverfly. 

"Ultimately, it's looking after the small stuff which 
helps to create a healthier bigger picture for wildlife and 
the natural environment. Collectively, our gardens make 
up the biggest nature reserve in the UK so let's make it 
the biggest and best it can be." 


:: Continue to harvest fruit 
and vegetables. 

:: Don’t let the soil around 
newly planted trees and 
■ shrubs dry out. 

V' :: Mulch any areas of 
borders which have not 
been covered already and 
VB replenish old mulches.

Select new climbers and wall shrubs - 
garden centres usually have a wide 
choice in stock now.

They should be ready 
by late winter or early spring. 


Spicemaster on a mission to spread flavour 


PACKING up the contents of his kitchen 
for a recent house move, former 
MasterChef winner Dhruv Baker found 
that his spice collection needed a cull. 

"It was ridiculous," he confesses. 

"Like any person's spice cupboard, 
there were about four jars of cumin 
because you go to the supermarket and 
think 'Do I have any cumin? I'll just buy 
some more'. And probably five jars of 
coriander for the same reason." 

Like the rest of us, Baker was also 
guilty of harbouring 'ancient' spices at 
the back of his shelves. 

"It's usually mums who are the 
worst," he adds. "I've seen stuff 
from the Eighties. They don't taste of 
anything; you may as well add dust to 
your cooking." 

Spices matter a lot to Baker, who was 
born in Mexico and has also lived in 
India, Spain and Tanzania. 

He was described as having the 
palate of an angel when he picked up 
the MasterChef trophy in 2010 and 
has now published a book called Spice: 
Layers Of Flavour. 

"The word spicy seems to have 
morphed into meaning something hot. 
It's doing food an injustice; to me, it 
means so much more," says the chef, 
who lives in Surrey with Glaswegian 
wife Aileen and their two sons aged six 
and three. 

Among the spices Baker recommends 
we all have in our kitchen are star anise, 
whole coriander, fennel seed, chilli 
powder and turmeric. 

"Hopefully the book will go some 
way to showing that spices are much 
more versatile and to look on them as 
ingredients in their own right," he adds. 

The 38-year-old was "bored to 



death" working in media sales before 
he entered MasterChef, which he 
says gave him "the most amazing 
opportunity, for which I'm eternally 
grateful". 

Since winning, he's made TV 
appearances, set up a catering company 
and is working on taking over a pub 
in south-west London, serving "good, 
honest food that people want to eat". 

"For the next six months I fully 



Baker has also become good friends 
with MasterChef's John Torode and the 
pair occasionally cook for each other. 

So does he still feel the pressure to 
impress the Australian judge? 

"Every time he comes round and 
I'm cooking I get nervous. I shouldn't, 
but I do. I guess it's a 
good thing, it shows you 
care." 


BUTTERNUT SQUASH WITH RED 
ONION, FETA & CORIANDER 
(Serves six as a starter or four for 
lunch) 

Itsp coriander seeds 

1 butternut squash, peeled, seeded 
and cut into 4cm cubes 

3tbsp vegetable oil 

2 sprigs fresh thyme 

3 cloves garlic, unpeeled 
1 red onion, finely sliced 
150g feta, cubed 

Juice of 1 lemon 
50ml olive oil 

Small bunch fresh coriander, 

roughly chopped 

Salt and freshly ground black 

pepper 

Preheat the oven to 180C (350F)/gas 
mark 4. In a small pan dry roast the 
coriander seeds over a low heat 
until they release their aromas. 
Allow to cool and then grind to a 
powder using a pestle and mortar or 
spice grinder. 


Put the cubed butternut squash in 
a roasting tray with the vegetable 
oil and salt and pepper and toss to 
coat. Add the thyme sprigs and 
garlic cloves and cook in the oven 
for 20-25 minutes. After 10 minutes 
stir through the ground coriander 
seeds - don’t add them right at the 
start as they can burn and become 
bitter. Remove from the oven 
and allow to cool slightly. 

Remove and discard the 
thyme sprigs and set half 
the garlic aside. 

Mix together the red 
onion and cooked 
butternut squash, then 
carefully stir in the feta 
cubes taking care not to 
break up the cheese too 
much. 

To make the dressing, 
squeeze half of the now 
softened garlic from the 
skins into a bowl and add 
the lemon juice and olive oil 
whisk together. Pour the 
dressing over the butternut 
squash and scatter with the 
chopped coriander.

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Forget what you think you know 
about electric cars because the 
Tesla Model S rewrites the rules. 
MATT KIMBERLEY reports. 

This is a car built by a technology 
company so it conforms to 
expectations in very few ways other 
than having four wheels. 

Try its two large boots on for size or 
its 300-mile range from its electric- 
only drivetrain and then prepare 
yourself for an almighty hit of electric 
torque that, up to 80mph or so, is 
beggars belief. 

LOOKS & IMAGE 

The Model S's looks are subjective, 
but in the flesh its proportions are 
nicely balanced. 

The front lines could be sharper to 
this pair of eyes, but overall it strikes 
an impressive balance between 
aerodynamics and form with its 
optional 21-inch wheels. 

It's certainly light years ahead of the 
gawky, ugly styling efforts you'll find 
on other electric cars. 

Tesla has managed to acquire for 
itself an air of mystique, aided by its 
'genius' founder Elon Musk. 

There's always a huge amount of 


curiosity and admiration surrounding 
this car, despite it being 'just' a five- 
door, comfortable family hatchback. 

SPACE & PRACTICALITY 

There are two boots - yes, two 
- with a huge combined luggage 
capacity. 

The batteries and motors are out 
of the way beneath the floor of the 
passenger cell, so four people can 
go nuts when it comes to holiday 
packing. 

There's a huge amount of room 
inside for people, too. 

A seven-seater option is also 


available, using two rear-facing child¬ 
sized seats in the boot. 

What's so great about this car's 
ability to carry so much is that with 
so much electric torque on hand, it 
simply brushes the weight off and 
saunters away down the road. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL 

The cabin is dominated by a 
huge central touch-screen, and 
since it's such a vast part of the 
experience - literally and figuratively 
- it's fortunate that it's both fast to 
respond and easy to use. 

It might take a tutorial from a Tesla 


dealer to explain its full functionality, 
but it works a lot like a good tablet, 
with split-screen options where you 
can see energy usage, for example, 
next to media data or navigation. 

There are two navigation systems: 
Google Maps and a backup Garmin 
system for when the car has no 
reliable 3G signal. 

The on-board data services are free 
of charge for owners, too. 

As for the driving experience, 
there's little to prepare you for 
the silent assault of the Model S's 
acceleration up to 80mph or so. 

A low centre of gravity gives a good 


balance and the car corners well, too. 

The only caveat is steering that feels 
too much like an old arcade game, 
frequently imprecise and removed 
from the experience. 

VALUE FOR MONEY 

Of course it's not cheap, but when 
you look at the tax advantages for 
business users and add them to the 
free charging deal, free Heathrow 
Airport parking and shuttle services, 
free in-car data services and more, 
value for money goes through the 
roof. 

The fuel savings alone are 
potentially huge, so the Tesla makes a 
convincing case for itself. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE? 

Early adopters are still prime targets, 
but businessy types are waking up 
to the exciting reality the Model S 
offers. 

There's nothing else out there with 
a hatchback body, seven seats, two 
large boots, this sort of performance 
and negligible running costs, so 
anyone who wants to break the 
established rules should look this 
way.

THE blow of having to 
miss out on an appear¬ 
ance at the English 
Schools Combined Events 
Championships this 
weekend will be softened 
if athlete Naomi 
Harryman uses the rest to 
benefit her as she steps up 
in class next season. 

Despite being just 16, the 
Harlow Athletic Club 
member will be up against 
U-20s when she makes a 
huge jump in class when 
her indoor season begins 
in December. 

The former St Mark’s 
School student has 
enjoyed a phenomenal 
year, but it ended on a low 
when she was hit by a foot 
injury. 

Despite the injury, she 
competed in the UK 
Sainsbury’s School 
Games, representing the 
South East 12 days ago, 
and narrowly missed out 
on a long jump medal in 
spite of being hindered by 
the injury, which limited 
her ability to jump prop¬ 
erly. 

After medical advice she 
withdrew from the English 
Championships, which 
take place in Boston, 
Lincolnshire this week¬ 
end. 

She was due to compete 


in the heptathlon. 

However, this will allow 
her extra time to rest as 
she recuperates from her 
injury, and is ready to 
make an impact at U-20 
level next season. 

Naomi has already rep¬ 
resented England, and is 
tipped to follow in the 
footsteps of the likes of 
Olympic champions 


Jessica Ennis-Hill and 
Denise Lewis. 

She actually beat a 
points haul earlier this 
year, which was recorded 
by a 16-year-old Lewis, 
and this bodes very well 
for the future. 

Naomi’s mother Michelle 
explained: “She had medi¬ 
cal advice and they 
advised her to pull out of 


the English Schools 
Championships. She’s 
very disappointed. 

“She has an injury to her 
foot and her back. They 
are saying this could be 
due to a growth spurt. The 
medics have told her to 
pull out.” 

Naomi is already ranked 
third in the U-20s age 
group. 


“She is working on her 
strength for next year. It 
has been a really long sea¬ 
son for her. She will rest 
now and step up her train¬ 
ing in December and 
January for the indoor 
season.” 

Naomi is expected to 
compete in the heptath¬ 
lon, long jump and triple 
jump next season. 

She battled on at the 
Sainsbury’s Games as she 
did not want to let anyone 
down, having been given 
the honour of represent¬ 
ing the South East. 

Her best jump was near¬ 
ly 50cm below her person¬ 
al best. 

Despite this she only just 
missed out on a bronze 
medal, and was lying in 
third when rival Amy 
Williams leapt just 6cms 
further than her in her 
final jump.

Marklew is gearing up for 
his appearance in the 
octathlon at the English 
Schools Combined Events 
Championships over two 
days at Boston, 
Lincolnshire.

Martin and Helen Cornwall from Clavering began fostering 
in April 2013. After initially fostering younger children they 
recently started fostering an older asylum seeking child. 

“We had initially discussed with our supervising social worker the general 
possibility of having an asylum seeker. Then one evening, just a few days 
before Christmas, we received a telephone call, a young man had just 
arrived from Albania - alone. Would we look after him? Of course we would! A young 15-year old with 
no family or friends - there was no decision to make. 

“Thank heavens for Google translate! It really helped us to communicate, especially in the early days even if it 
wasn’t perfect. We had to make sure about eating certain types of meat, he didn’t need halal meat but didn’t 
want to eat pork. 

“This foster child has been relatively easy so far, a child that wants to go to school, to have an education and 
to get on in life! He is helpful and considerate. Up until now most of our placements have been babies or very 
young children so this has been a totally different ball game. It’s going very well as each day we all learn more 
and more. You should have seen his face when we went into Tesco for the first time! 

“In the seven months he has been with us so far he has come on in leaps and bounds. His English has improved, 
he has made friends at school, worked hard and the teachers have been very pleased with him. The person 
who started out very shy and quiet has turned into a boisterous outgoing teenager who can happily go 
out for the day, catching the train into London by himself.” 



Karen Hodges has been fostering with her husband Paul 
for four and a half years. 

“I currently foster brothers who have been long term linked to my family. I also 
do respite care and I hope in future to foster babies who are being placed for 
adoption. 

“I first became interested in fostering because my friend is a foster carer for 
children under five. I too wanted to foster but at the time I didn’t have a 
big enough house. So when I moved in 2005 to a bigger house I thought that 
was my time to look into fostering, so I did. 

“The assessment was interesting, involving all of the family. The training was good and gave me a really good 
insight into what you could expect. 

“The best thing about fostering is the change you see in the children from when they first arrive, especially if 
they are with you long term. It is rewarding, sometimes challenging, can be quite upsetting and emotionally 
draining at times but no one said it was going to be easy and the rewards are worth it in the end. 

“Everyday something interesting happens with the children. Our family have a lot of banter. We are very much 
involved with the village youth football and we are all Spurs supporters except for one of the fostered children 
so you can imagine what it is like! We also have a great social life where the children are 
always involved. 

“The support I get from the children’s social worker and my social worker is always good and if they are not 
available there is always someone you can talk to. 

“Fostering is the best thing that I have ever done and the positives always outweigh the negatives.” 







Colin Lane started fostering a year and a half ago. He is the main foster 
carer while his wife works outside of the home. 

“We are approved to foster children from birth to 18. So far we have fostered children 
from age 10 to 16. One of the advantages of fostering older children is that they have 
more understanding of why they are in care and can be easier to reason with. 

“Being a male foster carer did feel a bit strange at first. I was normally the only male carer 
at the training courses and at the monthly support group meetings. However, everyone 
makes you feel so welcome so that now I don’t even think about it. On the odd occasion 
I do even meet other male carers! 

“Our own children are aged 22 and 20 and were both supportive of the idea when we told them we were thinking of 
fostering. Our second placement was a 15 year old boy. He and my son shared common interests so they got on really 
well from the start. My daughter had thought that we would be getting younger children and babies, so this was 
disappointing for her. However, we have since had a young girl in placement whom she got on really well with! 

“The first time a foster child arrived at our home I was nervous but then so was the boy! He arrived with his social 
worker so they could give us all the information we needed to know. He was very chatty so it didn’t take long to get to 
know each other. We started off by showing him his bedroom. As he was a young child we put plenty of teddy bears 
and toys in there. For older children we tell them we will take them shopping for some posters to put on the wall to 
make it a little more personal. 

“There is lots of training available from practical techniques for promoting good behaviour to basic first aid for children 
through to dealing with substance misuse. The next course I will be attending is about looking after asylum seeking 
children. 

“If you are thinking about fostering come along to a recruitment event. Firstly, there is a very good presentation giving 
you an insight into fostering. Then a few current foster carers (including me!) will talk about their own experiences. 

You will get a very good overview of what is involved in fostering and at the end you can ask questions and talk to the 
foster carers and social workers.”
